LEASE SYSTEM 


Resolutions Were Adopted by 
the Farmers’ Union of 
| Georgia. 


Brown House, Macon, Ga., July W— 
(Special.)—The last work of the session 
of the Georgia Farmers’ Unton was 
completed at noon today with two very 
important resolutions, one wpon the 
immigration question, and another upon 
the present method of handling the 
, State prisoners. A very large number 
of the members remained to the last 
' moment, ang the work of the session is 
‘reported to have been more thorough 
,and more effective than that of any 
former annual meéting. A great deal 
/o? the work that was done was heid 
/@s secret, owing to its character. 

The resolutions passed touching the 
/ ounvict question were ae follows: 

‘Resolved, By the Georgia Division 
of the Farmers’ Unton, in annual con- 
/Vention assembled— 
“i. That we heartily favor the speedy 
aud if possible the immediate abolish- 
_Inent of the convict lease system. 
. ‘Said system is utterly wrong tn prin- 
‘ciple, the state having no right*to del- 
egate its sovereign power to punish 
criminals to private citizens. Said sys- 
| tem Is altogether cruel, for the lessees 
in their efforts to get the biggest pos- 
Sible profits, work such convicts under 
terrible conditions, which are revolting 
oO every dictate of humanity and jus- 
lce. 
“That we favor legislation which shall 
| put all the able-bodied convicts, felony 
|and misdemeanor, at work upon the 
| public roads of the state, under such 
| divisions ami conditions as will be fair 
/and equitable to all sections and all 
| cotnttes of the state; and the estab- 
| lishment of central farms upon which 
4 sufficient number of the convicts 
| may be employed only for the purpose 
of raising such agricultural products 
as may be mecessary for the feeding of 
all the convicts of the state and not 
for the purpose of selling farm prod- 
ucts for profit in the open market 
“That a@ copy of these resolutions be 
furnished to the press for pwblication, 
and we hope that the.general assembly 
of Georgia, now in session, wil] wipe 
away the stain so long resting upon 
the fair fame of our beloved state, ex- 
terminating this blighting evi] forever, 
and to that end we favor a constitutional 
amendment forever prohibiting the leas- 
ing of convicts.” 


+ 
Opposed to Immigration. 


Many of the members of the union ex- 
pressed themselves ahead of time re- 
garding the immigration matter, but 
when it came to indorsing resolutions it 
was clearly shown that there wag little 
favor for any sort of movement towards 
bringing foreign labor to the state The 
resolutions which went on record touch- 
ing this topic were as follows: 

“Whereas, foreign immigration is pro- 
posed for the agricultura] sections of the 
south, and 

“Whereas, the federal government is 
especialy investigating the attitude of 
southern farmers toward the distribu- 
tion and diversion of the present alien 
influx to the south, and 

“Whereas, the farmers of Georgia are 
unalterably opposed, and in favor of 
the substantial exclusion of the classes 
now pouring into this country. There- 
fore, be it 

“Resolved, That the Farmers’ Educa- 
tional and Cooperative Union of the 
state of Georgia, in annual convention | 
assembled, representing over 100,000) 
farmers, do hereby this July 29 amd 30,\ 
1908, at Macon, Ga., express our oppo- 
sition to foreign immigration, and 
urge our state ang national officials to 
use their utmost influence in every

A LITTLE POLITICAL HISTORY. 


Two years and more ago, in a state campaign whose results are a matter 
of record, the issue was squarely presented as to whether the line of demar- 
cation between democrats and populists and.republicans should stand, or the 
democratic primary should be thrown open to all the white voters in the 
state, regardless of their party affiliations. 

The then existing executive committee insisted that the dividing line 
should be preserved. « : 7 

Bvery form of political billingsgate known to modern tongue was then 

hurled from the opposing camp upon those executive committeemen, candi- 
dates and their friends, who dared assert that, in accordance with past cus 
tom, the party doors should be closed against Mr. Watson and his followers, 
unless they expressed their willingness and intention to come in as organ- 
ized democrats. 
, Those opponents of party regulariity won and carried with them the 
dictum of “white” primary. The gates were thrown wide open, It was no 
longer necessary to be a democrat, but only a white voter, of whatever 
party, to participate in the state primary, which once was known as 
democratic. 

Of course, they did not know then they were building to their own un- 
doing, and naturally there was a rumpus when they found the shoe was on 
the other foot. ais 

When they learned that Mr. Watson and his friends could not be bound 
hand and foot and chained to the perpetuation of their political schemes, it 
was, “Katy, bar the door;” the state primary should be closed to populists 
who would not pledge themselves to vote against their leader, Mr. Watson, 
in his national campaign! 7 

But they had set the precedent, and their own reversal of it wouldn’t 
work. They were not to be forced out by the same crowd that pulled them 
in, simply because it could not further use them.

The selection of Norman E. Mack, of New York, as chairman of the dem- 
ocratic national committee, has made a distinct hit, and is being generally 
approved.

UNIFORM DATE 
FOR PRIMARIES 


Primary Bill Given Favorable 
Report by House Com- 
mittee. 


Ail county primaries will be held on 
the date of the state primary, fixed by 
the state executive committee, if the 
favor@ble report of the general ju- 
diciary committee of the house yester- 
day becomes a law. 

The measure was introduced by 
Messrs. Wright, of Richmond, and Fos- 
ter, of Cobb, calling for a primary 
date to be fixed by law. 

The measure was referred to a spe 
ciaj committee, composed of Smith of 
Calhoun, Perry of Hall, and Hardeman 
of Jefferson. 

The committee selected as a primary 
date the third Wednesday in August, 
but upon the motion of Mr. Slater, of 
Bryan, this was killed, and it waa left 
to the state executive committee. 

This same mss#bcommittee reported a 
bill to regulate the registration of 
voters. 

It provides that registration books 
shall be opened by the tax onliector 
when he opens his *ooks to collect 
taxes. That all persons shall register 
by April 10. On April @ the tax col- 
lector isrequired to isaue an alphabheti- 
Cal list, by militia districts of those reg- 
istered, and send them to the regis- 
trars. The tax collector, ordinary and 
cler kof the court are also to send to 
the registrars those in the county 
who are qualified to vote. 

Any person paying taxes after Apri! 
10 ang registering must be put upon 
the supplemental registration list and 
furnished the regietrars, so as to get 
up the regtetration list by July 5. 

Both of these measures were favora- 
bly reported.

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HOUSE ADOPTS AMENDMENT 


KILLING THE 


LEASE SYSTEM 


The house yesterday adopted a meas- 
ure providing for a _ constitutional 
amendment to be submitted to the peo- 
ple, in October, abolishing the convict 
lease system in Georgia after Decem- 
ber 3!, I9/ 1. 

There were only three votes against 
the measure, and none of these were 
opposed to abolishing the system, be- 
cause they did not consider the amend- 
ment. as offered, perfect. They were 
Edmondson of Chattooga, Perry of 
Ha!l and Stewart of Taylor. The other 
148 members voting were on record as 
favoring the amendment.

STATE MAY LAY $200 TAX 
ON SELLERS OF NEAR BEER 


Near the close of the present session 
of the general assembly there is to be 
precipitated a near prohibition fight, 
for @ bill was introduced in the house 
yesterday morning which proposes to 
tax all places in Georgia that sell any 
near beer, containing less than one and 


, one-half per cent alcohol, $200 for this 


privilege. 

The bill further contends that any 
beer containing over i% per cent« cent 
alcohol is already in violation of the 
present prohibition law. 

The measure was introduced by Mr. 
Wise, of Fayette, the chairman of the 
house committee on ways and means, as 
an amendment to the general tax act, 
and was referred by the speaker to that 


committee. 
Will Precipitate Fight. 


A wordy war is expected in the com- 
mittee room, for the manufacturers of 
mear beer will not submit to this tax 
without a fight. 

Mr. Wise, the author of the measure, 
estimates that by this tax the revenues 
of the state will be increased annually, 
by $100,000. The meaure came unex- 
pectedly and immediately the house sat 
up and took notice, for by its intro- 
duction it was seen another fight was 
assured. ~ 

The measure does not touch the prohi- 
bition law, but like the “locker club’ tax 
of 6600 per annum, it is a part of the 
general tax act. 

There are several thousand places in 
the atate where near beer is sold ex- 
clusively, and nearly every fountain in 
the state handles it as a side line, 

Text of the Measure. — 


The measure in full is as follows: 
All places of business keeping or selling 


liquids for beverage purposes in imitation of 
beer cofitaining a less per cent of alcohol 
than one and one-half per cent shall pay «a 
tax of two hundred dollars per annum. There 
shall be no exemption from this tax. All 
such liquids in imitation of beer containing a 
higher per cent of alcohol than one and one- 
half per cent shall be deemed intoxicating 
liquors, the keeping or selling of which i¢ 
now prohibited by law. Any person, firm of 
corporation running such place of business 
and paying said tax, who shall be convicted 
of keeping or selling any beer or intoxicatin 
liquors or any liquor in imitation of beer Pb 
a higher per cent of alcohol than one and 
one-half per cent, shall in addition to the 
penalty prescribed for keeping or selling in- 
toxicating liquors in Georgia, forfeit te the 
state all) taxes paid and shal) be prohibited 
from again engaging in such business, either 
as owner, agent or otherwise. 

Upon all manufacturers of liquids for bev- 
erage purposes, in imitation of beer contain- 
Ing a less per cent of alcohol than one and 
one-half per cent, the sum of five hundred 
dollars tax to the state shall be paid. All 
manufacturers of imitation beer, containing a 
higher per cent of alcohol than one and one- 
half per cent shall be deemed in viociation of 
the laws of Georgia, forbidding the manufac- 
ture of intoxicating liquors.

formally giving notice, he was unable 
to make a bid for the business, and 
the delay caused the order to be placed 
in Australia. Constantly changing 
ocean rates and the demands of trade, 
the carriers have represented, make it 
necessary that they should be free to 
quote a rate on export business with- 
out a moment’s delay. They have fre- 
quently declared that the commission's 
rule would put them out of the export 
trade, with the result of causing an 
immense loss to the foreign trade of 
the nation.

from the waters of The bay off Coffee island, 
and catfrying them to Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi to be ground up and made into fer- 
tilizer.

Tt is brought out that the boats have 
seiner about fifteen hundred feet in length, 
and that they take as much as two tons,at a 
haul. Everything, from a minnow to the larg- 
est fish, ts “eken, so that not only are 
the waters being depleted for the present, 
but for the future. A large boat with a 
windlass is used to haul the fish in after 
being’ captured, and the seines often drag up 
immense loads of all kinds of the water in- 
habitants, which are loaded into the holds 
and taken to the crushers.

While prohibition 
was not made an isSue in the race, the 
voters. evidently, bore in mind how the 
several candidates stood when, as they 
term it. “Birmingham's continued pros- 
perity was at stake.” 

With the city under the control vf 
anti-prohibitionists, the question might 
be raised, “Will the laws be enforced 
rigidly and to the letter?” 

It is believed that the prohibition 
laws will be enforced as rigidly as\ 
possible. All the nominees have s0 
declared themselves. However, to date 
prohibition has scored a miserable fai'- 
ure in Birmingham.

tives, regardiess of race, in this coun- 

This relates to about 200,000 
Armenians and others in’ the United 
States. 

The message penuived by the Turkish 
consul général from the Turkish gov- 
ernment was ag follows: 

“Inform all fugitive Turkish citizens 
and in. all the 
United States, including political fu- 
gitivegs, without regard to race or na- 
tionality, whether Greek, Armenian, 
Turkish, Albanian, everything, that, 
after promulgation of a constitution 
for the Turkish empire, his majesty, 
the sultan, on request of the govern- 
ment, has granted general amnesty, 
and all political fugttives may go back 
to Turkey after having the necessary 
passports verified at the office of the 
Turkish consul general, 59 Pear! street, 
New York.” 

The reading of the announcement to 
a number of his countrymen by the 
consul general was greeted with 
cheers. Munji Bey said: 

“I regard it as the most important 
step forward that has yet been taken, 
insofar as it relates to Turkish sub- 
jects in the United States. There are 
some 400,000 Turkish citizens in this 
country, and more than 200,000 of these 
are political fugitives. The Armenian 
and the Greek Turk, all natives of one 
country, can now feel that they are 
welcome in the land of their birth. 
This is a great gay for Turkey and the 
Turkish people.”

Chicago, July 30.—With a parade of 
220.000 men in uniform, the blare of 
bands, the thrill of fireworks, the glare 
of light, the gatety of flags and bunting 
and gala attire, the pealing of church 
bells, the joy of feasting, the excitement 
of oratory and bursts of song, nearly!
